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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES 


(Arranged  as  required  by  the  Ministry) 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  :- 

TUBERCULOSIS  - The  Sanatorium  at  Shelf  provides  accommodation 
for  50  adults  (25  early  and  25  other  cases)  and  for  12 
children.  It  is  provided  by  the  Halifax  Corporation  and 
receives  cases  from  other  districts,  including  Lancashire 
County . 

The  Health  Committee  has  a call  on  5 beds  at  the  Bermer- 
side  Residential  School  for  children  in  the  pre-tubercular 
stage,  or  children  suffering  from  n on-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
of  a non-infec tious  character. 

MATERNI TY  H OSP I TAL  - The  Maternity  Homes  in  connection  with 
the  Halifax  General  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infir- 
mary appear  amply  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town*.  The 
Corporation  makes  a grant  of  £300  per  annum  towards  the 
Infirmary  Maternity  Home. 

HOSPITAL  for  CHILDREN  - By  arrangement  with  the  Education 
Committee  operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  are  carried 
out  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 

There  is  a ward  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  sick  or  crippled  children  sent  there  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  also  an  arrangement 
by  that  Committee  with  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  the 
treatment  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

An  Orthopaedic  Service  has  been  set  up  at  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  cases  sent  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Education  Committees. 

FEVER  HOSPITAL  - The  Corporation  provides  the  Isolation 
Hospital  which  admits  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  and  other  fevers  from  Halifax,  and  from  the  areas 
of  neighbouring  local  authorities.  Accommodation  for  96 
cases  . 

SMALL  POX  - The  Halifax  Corporation  maintains  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  at  Bello  Vue,  Mount  Tabor,  which  has  accommodation 
for  26  patients.  This  hospital  is  subsidised  by  the 
Brighouse  Joint  Hospital  Board  and  the  Urban  District  Councils 
of  Luddenden  Foot,  Midgley  and  Sowerby. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES  - The  Corporation  has  an  arrangement  with  the 
Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  both  out-patient  and  in-patient 
treatmen  t .

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 


The  arrangements  are  as  follows  :- 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  where  swabs,  etc.,  may  be  sent  direct. 

A swab  is  said  to  be  positive  when  Kleb*s  Loeffler  Bacilli  are 
found,  and  negative  when  they  are  not  found.  Failure  to  find  K.L.B. 
does  not  negative  the  presence  of  diphtheria,  and  in  suspicious 
cases  it  is  wrong  to  wait  for  the  result  of  a swab  before  giving 
anti-toxin. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Blood  outfits  for  the  agglutination  test  are  supplied  by  the 
Health  Department,  and  may  be  sent  direct  to  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary. 

Tuberculosis . 

Sputum  and  other  material  is  examined  only  at  the  Tuberculosis 
Clinic,  8,  Clare  Road,  Halifax,  and  should  not  be  sent  to  the 
Royal  Halifax  Infirmary.  Sputum  must  be  sent  in  special  outfits 
which  will  be  supplied  on  the  application  of  the  practitioner. 

Examinations,  1939. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out

Issue  of  Sera  and  Vaccines ♦ 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

As  the  Health  Department  is  usually  prepared  to  remove  diphtheria 
cases  to  hospital  on  the  shortest  notice,  the  issue  of  diphtheria 
antitoxin  for  use  in  the  town  should  be  rarely  required  ; a supply 
is  kept  at  the  Health  Department  for  issue  in  certain  circumstances^ 

Botulism  Antitoxin. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  placed  botulism  antitoxin  at  certain 
centres  about  the  country.  The  nearest  to  Halifax  are  Manchester 
and  Leeds.  The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  these  places  are  in 
charge  of  the  supplies. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  agents  are  issued  free  to  medical  practitioners  in 
the  Borough.

A Radium  Clinic,  in  charge  of  Dr.  Chester  William,  has  now 
been  established  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  towards  the 
cost  of  which  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Halifax  Corporation 
pay  the  sum  of  £50  per  annum.  Patients  from  Halifax  are  now 
admitted  through  this  clinic  for  radium  treatment  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Bradford.

I would  draw  particular  attention  to  the  following  points  i'- 
ll) Cancer  is  almost  exclusively  a disease  of  adult  life* 

(2)  Cancer  appears  in  many  forms, 

(3)  Cancer  in  men  chiefly  attacks  the  food  tracts  and  in  women 

the  breasts  and  special  organs  of  generation* 

(4)  There  is  no  scientific  evidence  that  Cancer  is  infectious 

or  contagious. 

(5)  Cancer  frequently  follows  chronic  irritation. 


Facilities  for  Diagnosis  and  Treatment . 

In  addition  to  the  Radium  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary  before  mentioned,  facilities  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment  (clinical,  laboratory,  and  X-ray)  exist  at  the 
Halifax  General  Hospital* 


Cancer  Prevention. 


Learn  the  Danger  Signals  and  remember  the  importance  of  Darly 

Treatment . 

Statistics  prove  that  the  average  cancer  patient  obtains 
medical  advice  too  late.  One  should  learn  to  recognise  its 
principal  danger  signals,  and  immediately  seek  medical  advice 
upon  the  first  suspicion  that  the  disease  may  be  present.  The 
following  preventive  points  are  of  general  interest :- 

(1)  If  you  see  or  feel  a small  lump  on  your  body  consult  your 

doctor  at  once. 

(2)  If  you  notice  unusual  discharges  or  bleeding  from  the 

openings  of  the  body  consult  your  doctor  at  once. 

(3)  Avoid  chronic  irritation,  e.g.,  excessive  smoking,  jagged 

teeth,  ill-fitting  false  teeth  and  the  practice  of 
drinking  fluids  at  high  temperatures.  The  hot  stem  of 
a pipe  may  cause  irritation  of  tongue  or/and  lip. 

(4)  Consult  your  doctor  re  Chronic  Indigestion. 

(5)  Remember  the  importance  of  the  time  factor  (early  treat- 

ment) in  cancer, 

(6)  Remember  there  may  be  no  pain  in  the  early  stages.  If 

the  early  stages  of  cancer  were  as  painful  as  toothache 
many  lives  would  be  saved. 

(7)  Cancer  frequently  develops  in  the  region  of  a chronic  ulcer 

(e.g.,  on  lip  or  tongue),  and  it  is  important  to  see  that 
such  ulcers  are  properly  cured.

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The  Halifax  General  Hospital. 


During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  functioned  to  capacity, 
an  average  of  360  heds  being  occupied  throughout  the  period. 
There  has  boon  a progressive  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
carried  out,  both  surgical,  medical,  and  obstetric,  and  a 
diminution  in  the  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  each  patient. 

The  work  is  now  as  to  90'  of  an  acute  nature.  Plans  made  before 
the  7ar  have  now  come  into  commission  including t- 

The  Children s * bird  (Augus t 1939) . 

This  has  been  fitted  up  as  a modified  cubicle  block  by 
fitting  glass  and  metal  partitions,  wash-basins  in  every  com- 
partment, steam  sterilizer  for  feeding  utensils,  and  a steam 
bed-pan  sterilizer.  As  a consequence  the  rard  has  been  out  of 
action  on  only  one  occasion  for  two  months  in  place  of  a closing 
of  several  months  each  year. 

Civil  Defence  Store  (April  1959) . 

The  basement  under  Hard  4-  was  dug  out,  enclosed  and 
equipped  as  an  extensive  store-room. 

Maternal  Liortality. 

During  the  year  maternal  mortality  has  been  4 per  1000 
births,  this  being  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  whole  country 
and,  therefore,  exceptionally  good  for  a Hospital  dealing  with 
considerable  numbers  of  emergency  cases.

The  clinic  is  open  for  women  and  children  every  Tuesday 
afternoon  from  3-30  to  4-30,  and  from  6 to  8.  For  men,  every 
Thursday  between  6 and  3 p.m.  Also  an  auxiliary  treatment 
centre  for  men  is  open  daily  from  10  am,  to  12  nccn,  and  S 
to  8 p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  1C  am,  to  12  noon.  It 
appears  that  these  arrangements  are  sufficient  and  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Dr.  R.  W.  Hendry,  M.B.,  F.R.C.S.  (Ed.),  and  Dr.  H.  V.

The  year  1939,  of  course,  has  been  by  no  means 
normal.  Before  the  outbreak  of  war,  our  remedial 
staff  was  diminished  by  one,  so  that  less  time  could 
be  given  to  the  children,  while  since  August,  the  war 
has  been  responsible  for  a greatly  diminished 
attendance  on  the  part  of  mothers  and  children, 
consequently  the  numbers  treated  show  a marked  dimin- 
ution. Now  that  things  are  more  normal,  attendances 
are  i mp roving. 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  has  attended  on  six 
occasions.  52  new  eases  have  been  examined  as  agai  nst 

47  in  1938,  and  95  as  against  105  have  been  re-examined. 
In  addition  to  those  seen  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon, 

29  have  been  given  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department,  but  have  not  as  yet  come  under  review  by 
the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  The  number  of  children 
receiving  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year  has  increa- 
sed from  149  to  170,  whereas  at  the  end  of  1937,  only 

48  were  on  the  books.  The  total  attendances  for 
examination  and  treatment  were  1G04,  651  less  than  in 
1938,  a figure  which  expresses  the  abnormal  conditions. 

Still  the  remedial  staff  has  worked  as  energet- 
ic ally  as  before,  though  541  hours  of  work  as  against 
604  in  the  previous  year  have  been  possible. 

As  to  operative  work  at  the  General  Hospital, 
two  children  have  had  their  legs  straightened  of  rickets, 
two  have  had  their  club  feet  corrected,  and  one  has 
been  op err  ted  upon  for  wry  neck.

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war,  the  installation  of 
chlorinating  plants  at  all  filter  stations  was  completed, 
to  comply  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  representations 
that  all  public  supplies  should  be  so  treated. 

Plans  for  the  covering  of  Royles  Head  Reservoir 
had  to  he  postponed  till  the  end  of  the  war  but  an 
additional  chlorinating  plant  has  been  installed  to 
safeguard  this  supply,  pending  the  execution  of  the 
proposed  s cheme . 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war  the  main  activities  of 
the  department  have  been  connected  with 'Civil  Defence, 
especially  in  relation  to  the  emergency  sterilisation  of 
the  Public  Supply, 

Emergency  sterilisation  equipment  has  been  provided 
and  set  up  to  come  into  immediate  operation  in  the. event 
of  damage  to  filtration  plants,  etc.  After  a heavy  raid 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  increase  the  norma]  close 
of  Chlorine  as  a precaution. 

This  may  lead  to  slight  taste  local.] y which  will  only  bo 
temporary  and  should  be  regarded  by  line  public  as  evidence 
that  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  Is  being  safeguarded,.

stages  of  treatment  are  being  adopted. 

Further  Humus  Tanks  have  been  constructed  at  the  Copley 
Works , and  a secondary  sludge  treatment  plant  on  the 
Porteous  system  installed  at  Horth  Dean,  which  Is 
yielding  very  satisfactory  results o 

The  scheme  of  relief  sewers  and  re o on  struct i on  of 
worn-out  sewers  In  the  central  area  has  new  boon 
completed.  A similar  scheme  was  in  course  of 
preparation  for  dealing  with  sewerage  draining  to  the 
Ovenden  Brook  trunk  sewer  and  the  remainder  of  the  main 
sewerage  system..  This  Is  suspended  for  the  War  period , 
and  it  Is  anticipated  will  be  one  of  the  first  schemes  t.o 
claim  attention  in  the  days  of  reconstruction.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPBRVISIOH  OF  FOOD, 


I.UHK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  139  producers  of  milk  with  premises  situate  within  the  Borough. 

Of  these  there  are  two  holding  a licence  to  produce  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  and  21  with  "the ' requisite  licence  to  produce  Accredited  milk. 

During  the  yea.r  712  inspections  of  cowsheds  were  made  and  .iirprovcnents 
were  effected  in  Wo  cases.  : 

There  are  147  registered  retailers  of  milk  with  premises  ndthin  the 
Borough  and  79  with  premises  outside  our  area.  The  number  of  registered 
dairy  premises  is  132. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  288  registered  retailers  of  milk 
in  sealed  bottles  only. 

During  the  year  there  were  705  inspections  of  dairies  .and  milk  shops. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAIEENATION  OF  Uhi;. 

During  the  year  406  samples  of  milk  were  examined.  Of  these  286  were 
of  ungraded  milk,  23  were  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  4 Accredited  milk,  8 
Pasteurised  milk  and  85  farm  samples  of  Accredited  milk. 

Of  the  -ungraded  milks,  1 63  were  produced  within  the  Borough  and  123  were 
produced  outside. 

The  reducta.se  and  colifom  tests  are  applied  in  all  cases,  and  of  locally 
produced  milk  59  samples  or  3^*19  per  cent  failed  to  pass  both  these  tests. 

In  the  caso  of  milk  produced  outside  the  area,-  36  samples  or  29*27  per  cent 
failed. 

Of  the  23  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk,  9 failed  to  pass  the  tests* 
The  four  samples  of  Accredited  milk  retailed  r.s  such  passed  the  tests,  whilst 
of  the  3 samples  of  Pasteurised'  milk,  three  failed. 

Of  the  85  farm  samples  of  Accredited  milk  ~ this  mi  11c  is  not  retailed 
as  such  - 17,  or  20.00  per  cent  failed  to  pass,  the  tests  applied. 

BIOLOGICAL  DLB.mTATIQN  OF  MILK.  b mv 

During  the  year  80  samples  of  nilk  were  submitted  to  this  test,  of 
which  48  were  of  milk  produced  within  the  Borough,  the  remaining  32  having 
been  produced  outside. 

Only  one  sample  was  reported’  as  having  given  a positive  result.  This 
was  a 3 ample  of  milk  produced  .outside  .the  .Dorough  and  the  Division;'.! 

Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri  .culture  and  Fisheries  was  informed.  The

GENERAL. 


FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STl'JFFS  ACT,  1926. 

Of  16  samples  obtained  during  the  year,  13  v/ere  of  fertilisers  and  3 of 
feeding  stuffs. 

The  following  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory:  - 

Case  No.1 . An  informal  sample  of  what  was  sold  as  " Steamed  Bone  (Genuine  Bone 
Meal  Flour*)  Meal  Flour”  was  stated  by  the  Agricultural  Analyst  to  be  not  Bone 
Meal  but  Steam  Bone  Flour,  and  therefore  did  not  comply  with  the  Act.  In  view 
of  the  previously  (1932)  expressed  opinion  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  no  further  action  was  taken. 

Case  No. 2.  An  informal  sample  of  Special  Fertiliser  was  stated  by  the  Agri- 
cultural Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  the  percentage  of  Potash  present 
was  greater  and  the  percentage  of  Nitrogen  less  than  that  declared  by  more  than 
the  amount  allowed  by  the  limits  of  variation  under  the  Act.  Not  regarded  as  a 
serious  offence  as  under  most  circumstances  the  large  amount  of  Potash  (5«7  per 
cent)  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  purchaser. 

Case  No.3>  An  informal  sample  of  Superphosphate  of  Lire  was  stated  by  the 
Agricultural  Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  no  declaration  of  analysis 
accompanied  the  invoice  as  required  by  the  Act.  Warning  letter  sent  to  vendors 
by  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Case  No. A.  An  informal  sample  of  Sulphate  of  Potash  was  stated  by  the  Agricult- 
ural Analyst  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  no  declaration  of  analysis  accompanied 
the  invoice  as  required  by  the  Act.  Earning  letter  sent  to  vendors  by  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Case  No.3»  An  informal  sample  of  Lawn  Fertiliser,  being  certified  as  unsatis- 
factory by  the  Agricultural  Analyst,  a formal  sample  was  obtained  two  days  later. 
This  also  was  stated  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  that  the  following  differences  from 
the  statutory  statement  exceeded  those  allowed  in  the  limits  of  variation  under 
the  Act. 

Nitrogen  - an  excess  of  0.5  per  cent. 

Soluble  phosphoric  acid  - a deficiency  of  0.73  per  cent. 

Insoluble  phosphoric  acid  - an  excess  of  3*48  per  cent. 

Earning  letter  sent  to  vendors  by  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  of  rag  flock  with  premises  within  the  Borough, 
and  very  few  dealers  in  same.  Sixteen  visits  were  paid  to  premises  and  four 
samples  obtained  during  the  year.  Two  of  these  failed  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

Case  No.1 . A formal  sample  was  found  to  contain  55  parts  of  Soluble  Chlorine 
per  100,000.  Reported  to  Health  Committee,  20th  December,  1939>  when  it  was 
resolved  to  administer  a warning  to  the  vendors. 

Case  No. 2.  A formal  sample  was  found  to  contain  72  parts  of  Soluble  Chlorine 
per  100,000.  The  flock  had  been  supplied  to  the  vendor  by  a firm  in  Stockport. 
In  reply  to  a letter  from  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  Stockport  stated  that  the  firm  in  question  did  not  manufacture 
rag  flock. 
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peari  acy  auu  .poison?  act,  ^033*. 

At  the  end  of  1 939  there  -were  11 9 registered  sellers  of  Part  II  poisons, 
occupying  i 74  registered  promises. 

There  were  212  inspections  of  these  premises  during  the  year. 

One  sample  of  Stone  Paste  was  obtained  and  was  certified  by  the  Public 
Analyst  to  contain  1 4*6  per  cent  of  Caustic  Soda  and  therefore  did  not  comply 
with  the  Act.  As  the  supplier  had  premises  within  the  area  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  a letter  was  sent  calling  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
jars  of  stone  paste  were  not  labelled  as  required  by  Section  18.  Reply  was 
received  stating  that  the  firm  had  called  in  274  jars  of  stone  paste  and  were 
re-labelling  then  as  required. 

A further  sample  (Ammonia)  was  obtained  and  found  to  comply  with  the  Act. 

One  case  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  in  which  the  vendor  of  a 
disinfectant  v/as  an  unauthorised  seller  from  unauthorised  premises  (Section  18 
(l)(b)(ii))  and  the  bottle  of  disinfectant  was  not  properly  labelled,  in  that 
it  did  not  bear  the  name  of  the  seller  and  the  address  of  the  premises  from 
which  it  was  sold  (Section  18(1;)  (c)  (iv) ) • The  Town  Clerk  was  instructed  to 
send  a warning  letter  to  the  vendor.
